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WAR MEMORIALS COUNCIL MEETING. 

Plan of Maintaining Small Cemeteries Not Approved. 

At a meeting of the War Memorials Council held in 
his office, Secretary of War Baker stated that he had 
carefully reconsidered the elements bearing upon the 
present policy of the War Department of concentrating 
bodies of American soldier dead in large American ceme- 
teries in France and had again been convinced that the 
plan of maintaining numbers of small cemeteries was 
not feasible nor desirable inasmuch as the majority of 
these cemeteries lie in a section of Europe which might 
prove to be battle ground in future wars. Secretary 
Baker expressed the desire that the cemeteries in Eu- 
rope be not over-ornamented, but that any proposed elab- 
orate memorials may be placed on battlefields. He added 
that it would be extremely difficult to attempt to estab- 
lish cemeteries commemorative of particular organiza- 
tions or engagements. Major C. C. Pierce expressed 
the desire of Major Gen. Henry L. Rogers, U.S.A., Quar- 
termaster General of the Army, that all monumentation 
over graves abroad in the American cemeteries be lim- 
ited to the authorized individual stones that are to be 
placed over each in order that the beauty of these Fields 


of Honor may be enhanced by uniformity and simplicity. 


The council reaffirmed its approval of the policy of main- 
taining as permanent cemeteries those already listed— 
Suresnes, Romagné and Belleau Wood, with the possible 
addition of oer. making a total of four large American 
cemeteries on the Continent. 

Concerning the question of headstones to be placed 
over the graves of all the soldier dead of the war it was 
decided to adopt a uniform headstone. Secretary Baker 
approved uniformity in the use of the headstone for all 
graves in the future, where such use would not interfere 
with the general arrangement of particular plots in use 
for specially grouped veterans of other wars. The head- 
stone design was submitted by the National Commission 
of Fine Arts. Major Pierce made the statement that the 
War Department is ready to place a contract for the 
10,000 headstones required: Bids for the new design of 
headstone are to be advertised shortly. 

The following recommendations were adopted: That 
the War and Navy Departments be requested to dis- 
seminate information to the next of kin giving the infor- 
mation that the Graves Registration Service's offices in 
Washington and Paris are prepared to furnish informa- 
tion as to routes to be taken and assistance to be ex- 
pected at cemeteries. That the present hostess house 
service in the four cemeteries abroad be continued as at 
present. That the Secretary of War be asked to re- 
quest the Y.W.C.A. and the Red Cross to increase their 
facilities for hostess service at Romagne Cemetery. 

Attending the meeting were Rear Admiral W. C. 
Braisted, U.S.N., representing the Navy Department; 
Major Gen. Commandant John A. Lejeune, U.S.M.C. ; Col. 
hi. J. Parker and Major C. C. Pierce, of the Graves Reg- 
istration Service and the Cemeterial Division; Mrs. 
James Cushman, representing the Young Women’s Chris- 
tian Association; Mr. Ralph Hayes, at large; Col. Jason 
S. Joy, representing the American Red Cross; Mr. 
Charles Moore, representing the Salvation Army, and 
Bishop W. F. McDowell, the chairman of the Council, 
who was the presiding officer. Mr. O. H. Milmore rep 
resented the State Department, Dr. William Kerby rep- 
resented the National Catholic War Council, Mr. P. S. 
Risdale represented the American Forestry Association, 
and Cel M. C. Smith represented Col. BE. L. Munson, of 
the War Plans Division, General Staff. 


CHIEF OF ARMY CHAPLAINS’ DUTIES. 
Policy Outlined by Secretary of War. 

The office of the Chief of Chaplains in the War De- 
partment was authorized in the Army Reorganization 
act of June 4, 1920, under the provisions of Sec. 15. The 
policy outlined by the Secretary of War states that the 
Chief of Chaplains is under the supervision of the Chief 
of Staff in all matters relating to chaplains and he will 
keep the Chief of Staff informed on ali-matters concern- 
ing the appointment and duties of the chaplains of the 
Army. He is charged with the co-ordination and super- 
vision of the work of chaplains and will from time to 
time make recommendations for such action as he deems 
advisable to promote the moral and spiritual welfare aud 
contentment of the Army. The Chief of Chaplains will 
prepare and submit to the Chief of Staff for the ap- 
proval of the Secretary of War the necessary regulations 
for the examination of candidates for appointment as 
chaplain. No chaplain will be appointed in the Army 
until the Chief of Chaplains has investigated his qualifi- 
cations and reported upon them to the Chief of Staff. 
The Chief of Chaplains will make the necessary recom- 
mendations to The Adjutant General! for the assignment 
of chaplains to organizations and stations, including and 
providing for details to the special Service school for 
chaplains; will make recommendations to the Director 
of the Supply Division, General Staff, concerning equip- 
ment and supplies for chaplains and their work ; exercise 
direct supervision and control of the special Service 
school for chaplains, and will submit to the Chief of Staff 
such projects for the instruction of chaplains at the 
school and elsewhere as he deems necessary to secure a 


properly trained personnel. 
The Chief of Chaplains is authorized to correspond 





-directly .with the commandant of the special Service 


school for chaplains on all matters pertaining to the in- 
stitution which do not involve matters of command, dis- 
cipline or administration. He may also correspond di- 
rectly with individuals or agencies outside the Army 
with reference to the qualifications of candidates for ap- 
pointment as chaplain; correspond directly with chap- 
lains, and they with him, as to matters and under the 
conditions set forth in paragraph 784, Army Regulations, 
and which do not relate té the status and ‘interest of in- 
dividuals.

lains, which, after approval of the Secretary of War, will 
be distributed to the chaplains: He will maintain a 
record of personnel which will not be a duplicate of the 
records of the office of The Adjutant General, but will 
contain only such pertinent extracts of the records of 
‘he Adjutant General as will enable him to make prompt 
and proper recommendations for assignments of such 
personnel. On or before June 30 of each year the Chief 
of Chaplains will make a report on the ‘personnel and 
work of the chaplains for the preceding year, with recom- 
mendations for the ensuing year. ‘The Office of the Chief 
of Chaplains is not an office of record except of cor- 
respondence hereinbefore authorized, and all other ree- 
vrds pertaining to this office shall be kept in the office 
of The Adjutant General and all correspondence, except 
.s authorized above, intended for the Chief of Chaplains, 
shall be addressed to The Adjutant General. Nothing in 
the policy outlined shall be construed as relieving corps 
and other commanders of the responsibility for the efti- 
ciency of chaplains under their command.

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AMERICAN POLISH RELIEF EXPEDITION. 

The American Polish Relief Expedition has completed 
its first year in Poland, the advance guard consisting of 
the commanding officer, Lieut. Col. Harry L. Gilchrist, 
Med. Corps, U.S.A., and Majors Lee R. Dunbar, Willis 
P. Baker and Francis M. Fitts, also of the Medical 
Corps, having arrived in Warsaw Aug. 9, 1919. The 
remaining members of the expedition followed shortly 
thereafter in charge of railway convoys which they 
safely guarded across Germany. ‘he commanding ofti- 
cer looks with pride upon the record made by the expe- 
dition and feels greatly pleased with the splendid results 
achieved. ‘The expedition not only assembled the vast 
amount of materials purchased from the American Liqui- 
dation Board in France for the work in Poland, but also 
loaded them on trains and safely convoyed them across 
an enemy country to Poland. In moving these materials 
thirty-three trains, consisting of over 1,700 railway cars, 
were required. 

Arriving in Poland the usual difficulties which could 
be expected in any foreign country were encountered, but 
were soon overcome. The supplies were distributed 
mostly . by motor transportation. Typhus fever was 
prevalent all over the country and it became necessary 
to assign members of the command to all parts of Po- 
land; some with the army along the very front lines, 
others to isolated villages, others to various quarantine 
stations. Five detachments each of twenty enlisted mer, 
under command of a commissioned officer, were in charge 
of tield columns operating in the worst infested parts of 
Poland; others with typhus fever hospitals, supervising 
bathing and delousing trains, in charge of motor repair 
shops and of permanent bathing plants. Wherever as- 
signed they performed their duties to the best of their 
ability and without complaint. Although the expedition 
was ordered to Poland solely for the purpose of fighting 
typhus fever, its members never hesitated to do what- 
ever they were called upon. Excellent work was per- 
formed during the terrible blizzard which struck Poland 
in November last. Upon request from the Polish au- 
thorities for assistance every member of the command 
volunteered for relief work. Three members of the com- 
mand, Lieutenant Colonel Register, Cook Grinstaff and 
Private Burns, died performing their duties like true 
American soldiers. Sergeant Cook, in command of bath- 
ing and delousing train No. 1, in the vicinity of Minsk, 
refused to desert his train and was captured by the Bol- 
sheviki, put in prison for several weeks, but finally 
permitted to rejoin the command. 

Now that Poland is fighting for her very existence the 
members of the command are doing all in their power 
to relieve the suffering of refugees. They are supervis- 
ing the distribution of food, taking charge of camps and 
performing other duties too numerous to mention. In 
addition the expedition is assisting the Americans in 
Poland, convoying property and acting as guards for the 
American Legation, the Consulate and different relief or- 
ganizations, 

In a memorandum report of the work of the expedi- 
tion by order of Lieut. Col. Harry L. Gilchrist, Med. 
Corps, U.S.A., commanding, Lieut. Alfred N. Bergman, 
l.A., U.S.A., adjutant, writes: “The highly successful 
year just p&ssed in Poland is due to the individual work 
of each ofticer and man. The commanding officer wishes 
tu extend to all officers and men of the expedition his 
warmest appreciation and sincerest thanks for the loy- 
alty, co-operation and earnest support given by all, as a 
result of which the reputation of the expedition has been 
the very best. As a proof of this it is most pleasing to 
know that upon the request of the Polish government the 
expedition has been extended on three different occa- 
sions for additional service in the republic. Although 
the American soldier came to Poland a stranger, wher- 
ever he has been stationed he is looked upon as a friend 
to Poland and loved by all.”

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HEALTH OF THE TROOPS. 

Health conditions among troops in the United States 
continue excellent, according to reports received in the 
Office of the Surgeon General for the week ending Sept. 
3. The admission and non-effective rates are lower than 
in the preceding week. The incidence of epidemic dis- 
ease, except malaria, is very lew. There were only two 
new cases of pneumonia, two of measles, one of diph- 
theria, one of meningitis, two of influenza and two of 
typhoid fever reported. There were thirty-three new 
cases of malaria reported, which makes the second high- 
est rate reported in 1920. This is due to a large extent 
to the reduction of the anti-mosquito laborers at some of 
the camps. Camp Gordon with twelve new cases leads 
all camps and stations in the number of cases reported 
for the week. Camp Jackson is second with six and 
Camp Pike third with four. No other camp reports 
more than one new case of this disease, but the South- 
ern and Western Departments each report three. The 
Military Academy at West Point reports one admission 
for diphtheria and Fort McDowell one new case of menin- 
gitis. Camp Pike and the Southern Department each 
report one new case of typhoid fever. These cases were 
probably among recruits who entered the Service with 
the infection and had not completed the vaccination. The 
death rate for disease was 2.8. There were two deaths 
from pneumonia, one from meningitis, one from tubercu- 
losis and in two cases the cause of death was not given. 
Excellent health conditions continue among the Ameri- 
can Forces in Germany. There was one admission for 
pneumonia, one for malaria, one for influenza, one for 
chickenpox, and two for mumps reported during the 
week, There was one death from pneumonia among 
these forces,

AMENDMENT OF PassporT REGULATION, Par. 63. 

The Secretary of War directs that Paragraph 63, A.R., 
be rescinded and the following substituted therefor: 63, 
(Changed by C.A.R. No. 104, War Dept., 1920). ‘ The 
Department of State issues regular passports to officers 
of the Army traveling abroad on leave, but issues spe- 
cial passports to officers traveling abroad under orders 


and passeports diplomatiques to military attachés and as- 
sistant military attachés. Applications for passports 
must be executed before clerks of Federal or state courts 
authorized to naturalize aliens, or before the passport 
agents in the custom houses in New York city and San 
Francisco, or in the Division of Passport Control of the 
Department of State. The fee for executing an applica- 
tion for a passport is $1 in all cases. No fee is charged 
for the issuance of a special passport or a passeport 
diplomatique to officers “proceeding abroad in the dis- 
charge of their official duties”; but officers proceeding 
abroad on other than official business will be charged the 
sum of $9 as required by the act of June 4, 1920, for 
the issuance of a passport. Each application for a spe- 
cial or regular passport sent to the Department of State 
must be accompanied by a copy of the order to proceed 
abroad on duty. Members of the immediate family. (in- 
cluding wife, minor children and maid servants who owe 
allegiance to the U.S.) of an officer may be included in 
his passport, or when necessary, may receive separate 
passports. Members of the immediate family of an offi- 
cer who is about to proceed or who has proceeded abroad 
under orders pay only the execution fee of $1 for any 
separate passport required. However, if they travel for 
their own convenience to countries other than those in- 
cluded in the officer’s passport they must pay in addition 
the passport fee of $9. Members of the immediate family 
of an ofticer who is about to travel or who is traveling 
abroad on leave of absence must pay the fee of $9 if for 
any reason they apply for separate passports. Holders 
of passeports diplomatiques are entitled to diplomatic 
courtesies and immunities at ports, frontiers and at other 
places. Holders of special passports are entitled only to 
the usual courtesies at ports, frontiers, and other places, 
but not to the immunities accorded diplomatic officers. 
After accomplishing the papers indicated in the fore- 
going, the officer concerned will inform The Adjutant 
General of the Army of the fact of accomplishment of the 
application.

DuTiEs oF JUDGE ADVOCATE, NATIONAL GUARD. 
Concerning duties of officers of the Judge Advocate 
General’s Department, National Guard, Major Gen. J. 
MclI. Carter, U.S.A., Chief of the Militia Bureau, has 
issued new regulations in the form of War Department 
Document 882, “Military Protection,” and “A Treatise 
on Riot Duty for the National Guard,” May, 1920. The 
chapters covering the law in both pamphlets are of neces- 


sity very brief and general and require amplification by 
the authorities of each state. In this connection Gen- 
eral Carter said: “Paragraph 493 (1), National Guard 
Regulations, 1919, prescribes the duties of staff offi- 
cers of . . . Judge Advocate General’s Department 
+ « « @8 consisting of appropriate practical work in 
administration, supply, mobilization and records, and in 
such administrative and tactical studies and exercises as 
may be prescribed in carrying out the program of the 
War Department. Under the provisions of the above 
mentioned paragraph each officer of the Judge Advocate 
General’s Department, N.G., will prepare a paper on the 
subject ‘Instruction for the National Guard, state of 
when called into service in aid of civil authorities.’” 
General Carter added that in the treatment of this sub- 
ject military law which regulates the internal economy, 
defines military offenses and provides for the machinery 
of courts-martial for the National Guard need not be 
considered, “but the statutes governing the relation of 
the National Guard with the civilian population should 
be clearly set forth in these instructions, so that the av- 
erage officer without legal training may know where to 
find the law and how to find it in a hurry.” In con- 
clusion General Carter stated that “this paper should 
be completed by March 31, 1921, and one copy forwarded 
through military channels to the Militia Bureau. One 
copy should be forwarded to The Adjutant General of 
the state concerned with the request that it be referred 
to the Attorney General of the State for his opinion 
thereon. If approved by the state authorities, it is recom- 
mended that it be published to the National Guard of 
the state.”

LEGAL STATUS FOR EMERGENCY ADDRESSES. 

Major Charles C. Pierce, Q.M.C., Chief of the Ceme- 
terial Division, writing on the importance of emergency 
addresses, states that the greatest difficulty encountered 
in the transportation of the bodies of 50,000 soldier dead 
from France to the United States is in ascertaining the 
names and addresses of the legal next of kin in each case. 
Major Pierce adds: “It is a conviction of the writer 
that legislation should be enacted, if such is necessary, 
whereby the soldier’s registry of an ‘emergency address’ 
may be given the legal status and value of a last will 
and testament; and that, in the event of fatality, the 
Government may administer upon such registry as upon 
a legal testament. Meanwhile, many future complications 
will be averted if the recruiting officer will insist that 
the recruit must register the names and addresses of 
wife, children or their legal guardian, father, mother, or 
such other relatives as may include the legal next of kin. 
Let us do away with the registry of a mere friend or 
one who is not legally competent for mortuary decision. 
The Government is entitled to reliable advice upon which 
to complete its eventual obligation to the relatives of 
the dead; and the place to register this information is 
in the recruiting; office.”

New York State HosprraL FoR WAR VETERANS. 

As the result of a conference between Governor Smith, 
of New York, and R. G. Cholmeley-Jones, director of 
the War Risk Insurance Bureau at Albany, N.Y., on 
Sept. 10 it was,announced that New York state will erect 
a separate hospital for the treatment of demented and 
tubercular war veterans. It was decided that the state 
should construct the building and that it should be oper- 
ated and mairitained by the Federal Government under 
the War Risk Insurance Bureau. The building will cost 
about $1,000,000. It will be located on Long Island or 
somewhere near New York city. 
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FINANCE DEPARTMENT READJUSTMENT. 

The readjustment of the Office of Chief of Finance, 
Washington, D.C., which has been in process for some 
time, was effected this week, providing the first feature 
of the permanent organization of the Finance Depart- 
ment. In discussing the organization features of the 
department, Brig. Gen. Herbert M. Lord, U.S.A., Chief 
of Finance, ‘stated on Sept. 14 that the final arrange- 
ment of the department will not be completed until the 
commissioned personnel has been brought to its perma- 
nent strength and assignment. Meanwhile the plan of 
readjustment, which began in headquarters, will continue. 


In the establishment of this department, General Lord 
said it is one of the many signs of forward progress and 


improvement in government administration along the . 


lines followed by big business concerns throughout the 
country. Every big business organization centers the 
supervision of its financial affairs in one man, who, with 
his trained assistants, is able to compile estimates, direct 
expenditures, conserve funds and prevent duplication of 
effort and expense. Such is the function of the Finance 
Department of the Army, directed by the Chief of Fi- 
nance, who is charged with the duties of a nature similar 
to those outlined above. Organized along lines approved 
by the best modern administrative practice it will direct 
the expenditure of over $800,000,000 this fiscal year. The 
Office of Chief of Finance, situated on the third floor of 
the Munitions Building, Washington, is in close liaison 
with the Secretary and the Comptroller of the ‘Treasury 
and with the Supply Division of the War Department 
General Staff, with its many lines of information ex- 
tending to all Army organizations in this country and 
abroad. 

The Finance Department is one of the outgrowths of 
the World War. Formerly each department (Supply, 
Engineer, Ordnance, Signal, Medical) maintained its own 
accounting and disbursing force and conducted itself more 
or less independently of the others. So well did the Fi- 
nance Division, organized during the war, function under 
General Lord that there was no question that the 
Finance Service had justified its existence, and as ap- 
proved in the act of June 4, 1920, the Finance Depart- 
ment now stands on an equality with other War Depart- 
ment bureaus. In addition to its purely finance duties, 
it is charged with the auditing records of all officers 
accountable for public property. Formerly property ac- 
counts were periodically forwarded to Washington, where 
each supply bureau maintained a force of civilian audi- 
tors. Under the present system, the accounts are 
audited at irregular intervals by traveling commissioned 
auditors. This does away with many delays, and is a 
check on both the accuracy of records and the actual 
existence of the property. Auditing of contracts has de- 
veloped amounts due the Government by contractors be- 
cause of over-issues of material, rejections, etc., amount- 
ing, it is believed, to several millions of dollars. 

The Finance Department commissioned and civilian 
force is now practically complete, but there are still va- 
cancies in the enlisted personnel, which by transfer and 
enlistment are being filled. Young men of the country 
will see the advantages of a tour of duty in the Finance 
Department, and a course at the Finance School, Fort 
Washington, Md. Mr. R. O. Kloeber, considered as one 
of the most expert financiers, remains as civilian as- 
sistant to General Lord. Col. Roderick L. Carmichael, 
U.S.A., has been appointed head of Office of Chief of 
Administration, which has four divisions, as follows: 
Funding Division, in charge of Mr. George R. Taylor; 
Accounts, Mr. Al Rogers; Claims and Settlement, Major 
F. W. Duryea; Estimates and Statistical, Lieut. Col. 
R. L. Smith, retired. In addition the following branches 
operate: Advisory and Methods Branch headed by Major 

felvin Jones; assistants, Majors FE. W. McLarren, Rob- 
ert Adams, Capts. D. W. Morey, Earl Halla, A. C. Har- 
den and Harry EF.

PROMOTIONS IN THE REGULAR ARMY, 


The notation of promotions in the Regular Army in 
Special Orders, Series O, was discontinued by the War 
Department on Aug. 31, It is planned to issue lists of 
promotions daily as made, but this plan was not put into 
operation until Sept. 14, when a list was issued giv- 
ing promotions made Sept. 1 to Sept. 13, inclusive. 
These promotions are the result of separations from the 
Service for various causes, and the promotions of officers 
in the line, with rank from July 1, 1920, are largely due 
to the fact that isolation of station prevented qualifica- 
tion by physical examination of officers eligible for pro- 
motion. 

In our issue of Sept. 11, page 41, it was erroneously 
stated that provision for promotion of officers of the 
Regular Army from the single list had been made for 
eighty-one vacancies to be reserved in grade of colonel 
and ten in the grade of lieutenant colonel. These figures 
should have been transposed, the reservation being for 
ten colonels and eighty-one lieutenant colonels.

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APPOINTMENT OF OFFICERS IN ARMY. 
All Tenders to be Made by Oct. 1. 


All tenders of appointment to the commissioned per- 
sonnel of the U.S. Army. will have been made before 
Oct. 1, according to present expectations at the War De- 
partment. It is believed that the boards of review will 
complete their work. by Sept. 22. The final selecting 
board; of which Gen. John J. Pershing, U.S.A., is presi- 
dent, probably will adjourn on Sept. 23 and will not 
reassemble until December, when it will take up the 
cases of officer-candidates examined Oct. 25 to Oct. 31. 
Up to and including Sept. 15 The Adjutant General’s 
Office had sent out 2,734 tenders of appointment. On 
the same date approximately 800 acceptances had been re- 
corded. This wide breach between tenders and accept- 
ances indicates that greater promptness in accepting 
commissions is desirable—in fact The Adjutant Gen- 
eral’s Office points out that it will expedite permanent as- 
signments if acceptances are filed promptly, and that it 
will also aid in the detailing of new officers to the spe- 
cial Service schools an? other detached officer details, 
Officer-candidates should realize that promptness is essen- 
tial to a satisfactory handling of this important matter 
and that they should not be tardy in following out the 
instructions contained in the letter and telegram of ap- 
pointment. : : 

It is important, also, that exact information as to 
present address be forwarded to The Adjutant General’s 
Office. The undelivered mail returned to the War De- 
partment in connection with the appointment of efficers 
is accumulating at an unusual rate. It requires a search 
of the records in each case of returned mail and appeals 
to unofficial sources, such as the person making a recom- 
mendation, in order to get the right address. If an offi- 
cer-candidate has not received notification of the action 





resulting from the July examination, he will know that 
the address available in the War Department is defec- 
tive, and such an officer-candidate should write to The 
Adjutant General giving his correct present address. 
Prompt application of men who desire to take the Oc- 
tober examination is also advisable. 

In the Infantry, 1,439 tenders of appointment had 
been made up to Sept. 16. Included in this number were 
eighty officers of feld grade, 396 captains, 678 first lieu- 
tenants and 285 second lieutenants, In the Cavalry 143 
officer-candidates qualified. Up to Sept. 16 tenders of 
commissions had been made to two in the grade of major, 
25 in the grade of captain, 74 in the grade of first lieu- 
tenant and 42 in the grade of second lieutenant. Ap- 
proximately 3850 oflicer-candidates have been commis- 
sioned in the Field Artillery. In spite of this increase 
the commissioned personnel of the Field Artillery is still 
far below its authorized strength. 

Major Gen. H. L. Rogers, U.S.A., Quartermaster Gen- 
eral, said on Sept. 16 that with the exception of 75, the 
commissioned personnel of the Quartermaster Corps was 
filled, making a total of 1,000 officers. These vacancies 
will be filled from the list of incoming officers, complet- 
ing the allotment of 1,075 officers for the corps pro- 
vided in the act of June 4, 1920. Practically all trans- 
fers to the Quartermaster Corps from other branches 
have been completed. ‘The first appointments in the 
Medical Administrative Corps of the Medical Department 
were announced on Sept. 15. Thirty-four former non- 
commissioned officers were named, all in the grade of 
captain, the highest grade provided for this corps in the 
law. Sixty new officers were obtained from among the 
officer-candidates for the Finance Department. Up to 
Sept. 16 there had been added to the permanent commis- 
sioned personnel of the department four majors, eighteen 
captains, eight first lieutenants and two second lieuten- 
ants. By recent War Department orders the authorized 
strength of the Finance Department, 141, was increased 
to 170, including the director. . Six of this number, how- 


ever, are officers on duty with the Inspector General’s ,. 


Department. 


NATIONAL GUARD STRENGTH GROWING. 
Nearly 10,000 Added in July and August. 
During July and August nearly 10,000 officers and 
men were added to the National Guard, giving a total 
strength on Sept. 1 of 60,545 men as against an author- 
ized strength of 180,607. The table printed below shows 
that of the thirty-seven states having National Guard 
units Wyoming comes nearest to having its authorized 
strength. In numbers New York leads the list with 
8,547 men, although this is less than half its author- 
ized strength. Texas and Pennsylvania come next in 
point of numbers, but both have less than fifty per cent. 
of their authorized strength. preg. a has small- 
est number of men in the National Guard, her present 
strength including two officers and fifty-four men. Eleven 
states have no units.

G.O. oN Minirany EpvcaTIoN IN THE ARMY. 

Under date of Sept. 14 the War Department publishes 
G.O. No. 56, devoted to military education in the Army. 
This order is a development of the instructions in rela« 
tion to schools for officers contained in G.O. No. 112, 
W.D., 1919, made necessary by the change in policy in 
Army organization contained in the Army Reorganiza- 
tion act of June 4, 1920. The mission of schools for offi- 
cers, the order states, is “to provide officers trained cor 
rectly in theory and practice for all positions in com- 
mand and staff for the peace establishment of the U.S. 
Army . . . and to provide in addition thereto a 
reservoir of trained officers qualified for organizing and 
developing to its maximum capacity the potential mili- 
tary power of the nation in accordance with the approved 
war plans.” The order describes the special missions of 
the special service schools, general service schools, School 
of the Line, General Staff School, and General Staff 
College; describes the system of detailing officers to attend 
the general service schools; and the manner in which re- 
ports will be submitted on the efficiency of each student 
officer during the school year.

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TRIAL FOR BERGDOLL ESCAPE. 

Sergt. John O'Hare, U.S.A., who was one of the guards 
in charge of Grover C. Bergdoll, a military prisoner at 
Fort Jay, Governors Island, N.Y., convicted of evading 
the draft, when the latter escaped at Philadelphia on 
May 21, 1920, was brought before a G.C_M. at Governors 
Island on Sept. 9, charged: with having permitted the 
convict to escape. Samuel T. Ansell, formerly brigadier 
general, U.S.A., one of Bergdoll’s counsel, testified that 
he had been deceived by Bergdoll after he had induced 
The Adjutant General to permit Bergdoll to visit Phila- 
deiphia in the custody of two Army sergeants. 

Col. John E. Hunt, U.S.A., who was in. command at 
Fort Jay when. Bergdoll was confined there and was tried 
by G.C.M. because of the escape and acquitted, said he 
had appointed Sergeants O’Hare and Calvin York as 
guards for the prisoner because he had full confidence in 
their ability and integrity. E. Clarence Gibboney, one of 
Bergdoll’s lawyers. and James E. Romig, a friend of the 
Bergdoll family. both of Philadelphia, testified that they 
had known nothing of the prisoner’s intention to at- 
tempt to escape. Following objections by Lieut. Thomas 
L. Heffernan, U.S.A., counsel for O’Hare, Col. W. H. 
Allaire, U.S.A. who presided at the G.C.M. of Colonel 
Hunt, and Colonel Jones, U.S.A., who was a member of 
the same court, were excused from serving on the O'Hare 
court. 

Sergeant O'Hare testified on Sept. 10. He is serving 
his seventh enlistment and his counsel submitted six 
honorable discharges. His testimony contradicted that 
of Gibboney and Romig in several particulars. He denied 
the testimony’ of Romig (who is under indictment in 
Philadelphia) that after the escape he had expressed 
fear of being tried because of the disgrace to his wife 
and four children; he did not have four children. He 
denied Bergdoll left the room in the Bergdoll home at 
Philadelphia, where the party was resting, ostensibly 
for the purposes of answering a telephone call. Romig 
himself answered it, O’Hare said. 

Lieut. Col. Charles C. Cresson, judge advocate general 
onthe staff of Major Gen. Robert L. Bullard, U.8S.A., com- 
manding the 2d Corps Area, testified that early in June, 
1920, during an investigation made by the War Depart- 
ment into the escape of Bergdoll, an agent of the De- 
partment of Justice showed him a copy of a letter sent 
by him to the department one month before the escape, 
saying that a plot to free. Bergdoll was being made. 

The trial ended on Sept. 10. Sergeant O'Hare was not 
placed in custody pending the announcement of the find- 
ings of the court. Sergeant York is a patient at Walter 
Reed Hospital, said to be suffering from melancholia as 
a result of his connection with Bergdoll’s escape.

Eligibility for detail in the General Staff Corps—The Na- 
tional Defense Act. as amended by the act of Congress ap- 
proved June 4, 1920, provides, in Par. (b), Sec. 5, as follows: 
: * * * ~ 


“After the completion of the initial Genera) Staff Corps eligible 
list, the mame of no officer shall be added thereto unless upon 
graduation from the General Siaff School he is specifically 
recommended as qualified for General Staff duty, and hereafter 
no officer of the General Staff Corps except the Chief of Staff 
shal] be assigned as a member of the War Department General 
Staff unless he is a graduate of the General Staff College or 
his name is borne on the initial eligible list.” 
. * * * * 

The specific recommendations upon graduation from the Gen- 
eral Siaff School required for duty on the General Staff, after 
the completion of the initial General Staff Corps eligible list, 
will be made by a board of officers appointed annually by the 
Secretary of War. This board will meet in Washington, D.C., 
as soon as practicable after the completion of the course in 
The General Staff School. To this board will be referred the 
complete records of the graduates whose names are to be con- 
sidered, including the recommendations of the Commandant 
and the complete efficiency records on file at the War Depart- 
ment. The report of the board will be submitted to the Adju- 
tant General of the Army. 

Composition of Board.—The board will consist of the Com- 
mandant of the General Service Schools, Fort Leavenworth, 
Kas., and two general officers of the line who are not at the 
time detailed as members of the General Staff Corps.

Morris Fisher, of the U.S. Marines, who ar- 
rived at Washington from Antwerp, Belgium, won the 
individual championship of the world, using the U.S. 
magazine rifle in the 300-meter Rifle Match at the 
Olympic shoot in August last. Fisher won the match 
against ninety competitors representing thirteen different 
nations. His score of 996 out of a possible 1,080 was 
seyen points over that of his nearest rival, Larsen, of 
Denmark. In this event the use of any type or pattern 
of rifle is permissible, with no restrictions as to tele- 
scopic sights, special barrels and other accessories which 
make for accuracy. Fisher’s performance marks the first 
time this match has ever been won with the standard 
military rifle of any country, and also the first time the 
match has been won by a member of an American team.

American Expeditionary Forces, met at Saratoga Springs, 
N.Y., on Sept. 12 for their first reunion and to organize 
a 27th Division Association. The reunion continued un- 
til Sept. 14. Major Gen. John F. O’Ryan, command- 
ing the New York Guard, who was in command of the 
“Tih Division in this country and overseas, presided. At 
the first day’s session the members were addressed by 
Secretary of War Baker, U.S. Senator James W. Wads- 
worth, Brig. Gen. Edward M. Lewis, U.S.A.,. former 
commander of the 30th Division, A.E F., and Col. Carey 
I’. Spence, former commander of the 117th Infantry, 30th 
Division. The 27th and 30th Divisions served together 
in France in the British army zone. Secretary Baker 
said, in part: “There is nothing more creditable to 
Ameriea than the 27th Division’s attack on the Hinden- 
burg line. The conduct of the 27th and 30th on that 
line will always be a proud recollection for them and for 
their country, and the day will never come when the 
sritish will forget it. I have that from the British offi- 
cers and men who fought side by side with those divi- 
sions.” A parade of the 27th’s members took place on 
Sept. 13. During discussion as to the adoption of a 


constitution and bylaws some difference of opinion arose 
as to eligibility for membership in the association, some 
favoring and others objecting to admitting all men who 
served with the organization from June 16, 1917, when 
it was organized, to March 31, 1919, when it was de- 
mobilic-@ Others urged that the initial date be Oct. 7, 
1918, when the ¢:vision was officially designated by num- 
ber by the War Department, while another group of 
members urged that the initial date be that of the en- 
trance of the United States into the World War. It 
was finally decided to extend membership to all men who 
served between April 6, 1917, and March 31, 1919. The 
election for officers resulted in Major General O’Ryan 
being chosen as president of the association; Col. E. 8. 
Jennings, who commanded the 108th Infantry, first vice 
president ; Brig. Gen. George A. Wingate, 52d Field Art., 
second vice president, and Col. W. A. Taylor, 106th Inf., 
third vice president. Reunions are te be held every two 
years. 
Pavade of Vetcrans of Foreign Wars. 

The Veterans of Foreign Wars were reviewed by 
President Wilson and Gen. John J. Pershing, U.S.A., in 
Washington, Sept. 14. The paraders represented men 
who had fought with the Army or Navy of the United 
States in foreign lands. The parade was half an hour in 
passing the President. The rear of the column was made 
up of illuminated floats, on which were men of the Chemi- 
cal Warfare Service. The parade reached the White 
House at 7:10'p.m. Among the units in line were vet- 
erans who took part in the capture of Peking or July 15, 
1900, and these men wore Chinese hats and Oriental 
jackets. ‘They belenged to “The Impecial Order of the 
Dragon.” 
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CHANGES OF STATION. 
Permancnt Changes of Station Ordered. 


Orders for the following permanent changes of sta- 
tion were issued by direction of the Secretary of War on 
Sept. 15: From 8th Corps Area to Camp Sherman, Ohio, 
3d and 19th Infantry; to Fort Wayne, Mich., 37th In- 
fantry, fess one battalien; to Fort Brady, Mich.. one 
battalion, 57th Infantry. From Camp Meade, Md., to 
Sth Corps Area, 17th Infantry; from Camp Jackson, 
S.C., to 8th Corps Area, 46th and 48th Infantry.

The transfer of the 45th and 57th Infantry Regiments, 
U.S.A., now at Camp Dix, N.J., to the Philippine De- 
partment has been ordered. The enlisted personnel will 
be distributed among the regiments in the Ist and 2d 
Divisions. The commissioned personnel goes to the Phil- 
ippine Department, there to reorganize these two regi- 
ments with personnel from the Philippine Scouts. 


5th Division Change of Station. 
Orders were issued from the headquarters of the 5th 
Division, U.S.A., Camp Gordon, Ga., Sept. 13, for the

Jackson, S.C. The movement will be completed by Nov. 
15. Definite announcement has not been made, but a 
tentative schedule provides for the movement of the 4th 
Brigade, composed of the 60th, 61st Infantry Regiments, 
and the 14th Machine Gun Battalion, to leave Camp Gor- 
don about Oct. 10 to 15. The 7th Engineers will maye 
a week or so later, and the 10th Brigade, composed of the 
6th and 11th Infantry Regiments, and the 15th Machine 
Gun Battalion, will probably be the last large unit to 
leave the camp, which will be about Noy. 10. It is prob- 
able that the 6th Infantry will be detailed to remain in 
Camp Gordon to act as guard for government property 
until the camp is finally disposed of. 
Organization of 42d Infantry in Porto Rico. 

In the organization of the 42d Infantry in Porto Rico 
there will be trausferred from the 65th Infantry, for- 
merly the Porto Rieo Regiment of Infantry, to the 42d 
Infantry the following enlisted personnel: From each 
rifle company, three sergeants, seven corporals and thirty 
selected privates, Ist class, and privates; from the ma- 
chine gun company, three sergeants, five corporals and 
seventeen selected privates, Ist class, and privates; from 
the headquarters company, one battalion sergeant major, 
four sergeants, six corporals and thirty selected privates, 
1st class, and privates; from the supply company, one 
regimental supply sergeant, one supply sergeant, one ser- 
geant, one corporal and thirteen selected privates, 1st 
class, and privates. All men selected for transfer from 
the 65th Infantry will be suitable for promotion and for 
duty as instructors, and all transfers will be without loss 
of grade. With the enlisted personnel thus provided as a 
nucleus, the 42d Infantry will be recruit:d with care- 
fully selected Porto Ricans to a strength of at least 
800 men. The regiment will then be sent to the Panama 
Canal Department for duty and permanent station. The 
enlisted men of the 42d Infantry now at Camp Upton 
who have three months or less to serve will be trané- 
ferred to organizations designated by the commanding 
general of the 2d Corps Area; also men below the grade 
of eglor sergeant who have dependents and who have 
more than three months to serve and who request trans- 
fer. The remainder of the enlisted personnel will be 
transferred to the 2d Division, Camp Travis. Texas. All 
transfers will be without loss of grade. 








CAVALRY ENLISTED SPECIALISTS’ SCHOOL. 

The Adjutant General of the Army, in a letter of Sept. 
11 relating to students at the Cavalry Enlisted Special- 
ists’ School, calls attention to the fact that this school is 
not planned to train green men, but to make finished 
workmen, each able to return to his regiment and assist 
in training of its apprentices. If regulations are com- 
plied with, the letter states, regiments should never lack 
capable horseshoers or saddlers, in spite of the short 
term of enlistment. The commandant of the Cavalry 
school reports that Colonels in many regiments are not 
conforming to the suggestions in paragraphs 35 and 36, 
Special Regulations No. 13. In selecting enlisted stu- 
dents for the Cavalry schools, and other service schools 
for horseshoers and saddlers, The Adjutant General 
states, the provisions of these regulations are to be fol- 
lowed. 
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Former ArMy CHAPLAIN SEEKS RESTORATION. 

The Rey. Frank J. Feinler, formerly chaplain in the 
U.S. Army, filed suit in the Supreme Court of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, Sept. 15, seeking to set aside the judg 
ment of a military court-martial which sentenced him to 
fifteen years at hard labor and to dishonorable discharge 
from the Service. The petitioner is now on parole and 
stated that he would seek a writ removing him from the 
restraining influence of the board of parole. He was 


court-martialed on June 1, 1918, and the original sentence 
was later reduced to four years his petition, which 
Justice Gould took under advisement, the former chap- 
lain asks that his civil rights be restored to him and 
tent the action of the court-martial be held null and 
void. = 


MepicaL DEPARTMENT COLLAR INSIGNIA. 

Pending the publication of new uniform regulations 
and specifications, the War Department on Sept. 13 or- 
dered that all references in Special Regulations 41 and 
42 to the design of collar insignia for officers of the dif- 
ferent corps of the Medical Department be 
The following will be published in lieu thereof: (1) In- 
signia of the Medical Department: A caduceus. Collar 
insignia: The insignia of the department in bronze on 
service uniform, in gilt on white uniform, having super- 
imposed thereon the following when applicable: Officers 
of the Medical Administrative Corps, the letter “A”; 
contract surgeons, the letter “C”; officers of the Dental 
Corps the letter “D" ; members of the Army Nurse Corps 
the letter “N” ; officers of the Veterinary Corps the let- 
ter “V.” The letters will be in gilt on bronze insignia, 
in bronze on gilt insignia. (2) The present collar in- 
signia of contract surgeons and members of the Army 
Nurse Corps are authorized as long as serviceable. 


Boarp ON AgMy Paper WorK IN SESSION. 

The board appointed Sept. 8 for the purpose of consid- 
ering the system of paper work in the Army and to make 
recommendations for reducing paper work held its first 
session in the office of Major Gen. Peter C. Harris, The 
Adjutant General, at the War Department on Sept. 15. 
There was one change in the personnel of the beard, 
Lieut. Col. William A. Wilson being relieved and his place 
taken by Col. Ora E. Hunt, of the Inspector General's 
Department. As a result of the deliberations of the 
board a measurable reduction of Army paper work with 
a corresponding simplification of blank form is looked 


for. 
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Conbuct or Duties or Mrmirary PRoFessors. 
The boards of General Staff officers which conducted 
this year’s annual inspection of educational institutions 


having R.O.T.C. units, with a view to recommending 
lists of “Distinguished Colleges” and “Honor Schools,” 
observed certain defects and certain superior features con- 
nected with the R.O.T.C. in’ the institutions. 
Criticisms and suggestions intended to be helpful were 
made to those concerned at the time of the inspections, 
but several professors of military science and tactics re- 
quested that a general résumé of the more important of 
such criticisms and suggestions be p and sent. to 
all officers on military duty at educational institutions, 
stating that they believed such a résumé would be of con- 
siderable assistance. Accordingly there has been issued 
by The Adjutant General a long memorandum addressed 
to professors of military science and tactics at educa- 
tional institutions containing suggestions for the “con- 
duct of duties” including morale of the R.O.T.C., de- 
velopment of local interest in the units, character de- 
velopment, training programs and schedules, military 
museums, appearance of uniforms, physica) training, 
local maneuver maps, classroom work, target designation 
and musketry.

TRANSPORTATION FOR DEPENDENTS, Orricers A.I’. 1n G. 
The War Department has informed the Chief of Trans- 
portation Service that its attitude is that, unless specific- 
ally ordered on temporary duty, all officers assigned to 
duty with the American Forces in Germany, where a per- 
manent change of station is involved, are entitled to be 
furnished with rail transportation for the dependent 
members of their families under the provisions of the 
act of May 18, 1920. As regards shipments of baggage, 
the requirements governing similar shipments in a per- 
manent change of station to the Zone, Alaska, 
Hawaii and the Philippine Islands apply. 
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FURLOUGH FOR MEDAL OF Honor SOLpIERs. 

In response to an invitation extended by the Ameri- 
can Legion to each soldier, sailor and marine who was 
decorated with the Congressional Medal of Honor during 
the World War to attend the convention of the American 
Legion at Cleveland, Ohio, Sept. 27-29, the Secretary of 
War has notified commanding generals of corps areas that 
leaves of absence or furloughs will be extended if the in- 
terest of the Service permits. Requests from officers and 
enlisted men who were decorated with the Medal of 
Honor, it is stated, will be favorably considered in con- 
nection with the American Legion invitation.

Army Nurses’ TRAVEL ALLOWANCES. 

The War Department announced on Sept. 14 that 
members of the Army Nurse Corps when on detached 
service and when rations in kind are not issued to them 
will be paid commutation of rations as prescribed in sub- 
paragraph e(6), paragraph 1223, Army Regulations (C. 
A.R., No. 108, Aug. 14, 1920), but when traveling under 
orders which so prescribe members of the Army Nurse 
Corps will be allowed in lieu of reimbursement for their 
actual expenses the same flat per diem allowances as are 
prescribed for civilian employees in paragraph 73, Army 
Regulations, 2s amended.

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RIFLES FOR SCHOOLS AND COLLEGES. 

Recent instrevctions of the Seeretary of War directing 
the turning in of Model 1917 rifles from the R.O.T.C. 
units and substituting of Model 1903 rifles therefor do 
not apply to schools and colleges operating under pro- 
visions of Section 55c, of the amended National Defense 
act.

MORE ARMY EXAMINATIONS. 

Extension of Privilege to Officer-Candidates. 
The order of Sept. 9 providing opportunity for ap 


pointment in the Regular Army of 200 eligible persons 
who were unable to appear at the July examinations, as 
noted in our issue of Sept. 11, page 41, was approved by 
Secretary Baker on recommendation of Major Gen. Pey- 
ton C. March, Chief of Staff. The distribution by grades 
of the 200 vacancies provided for will not be defined im- 


mediately, but will be made after the applications have 
been received, so for the time being the whole 200 vacan- 
cies will be reserved in the grade of major, subject to 


distribution at a later date, according to circumstances. 
The distribution of applicants by branch of the Service 
being unknown, it was decided that these examinations 
be for appointment in the Infantry, Cavalry, Field Ar- 
tillery, Coast Artillery, Air Service, Engineers, Signal 
Corps, Ordnance, Chemical Warfare Service. Medical 
Cotps and Dental Corps; it appearing from the result of 
the July examinations that all vacancies assigned to the 
Quartermaster Corps, the Finance Department and the 
Judge Advocate General’s Department will be filled. So 
long as another examination was to be held it appeared 
desirable to include examination for those branches whose 
officers are promoted by length of service and who there- 


fore are not placed on the promotion list. When al! July 
examination reports had been considered there were still 
about forty. vacancies in the Dental Corps and about 600 


vacancies in the Medical Corps. It was therefore recom- 


mended and approved that examinations be held for these 


two branches with a view to accepting all suitable ma- 
terial up to the limit of existing vacancies. 

The character and scope of the examination will be 
practically the same as for the examination held in July, 
the boards being authorized and directed to frame suit« 
able questions similar to those used in July. The com- 
position of examining boards will be discretionary with 
corps area commanders and the commanding generals in 
the several departments and of the A.F. in G. In de- 


termining the classes of applicants to be authorized to 
take the examination in October, the paramount consid- 
eration was that appointments must be promptly made 
and procurement under Section 24, Army Reorganization 
act of June 4, 1920, terminated without delay. To have 
acceded to the very many requests entered at the War 
Department for reconsideration of the cases of former 


applicants who failed for various causes to complete the 
examination held in July, would have presented almost 
insurmountable difficulties in the way of securing records 
and analyzing each case. It would have necessitated the 
reopening of the whole initial list representing the reser- 
voir of material for the commissioned personnel of the 
Army; it would have required the exercise of a very 


liberal policy in the receipt of applications, so that any 
candidate who did not feel that he had a full and fair 
opportunity before could claim a re-examination. The 
result would undoubtedly have been a complex situation 
in that many formerly rejected candidates were in the 
Service and the machinery is in operation to bring about 
their discharge. The decision to fill 200 vacancies with 
men who through no fault of their own were unable to 
take the July examination was therefore logical. 

The administrative details in connection with 
amination will be in charge of the Personnel Bureau of 
The Adjutant General's Office, and an officer will be de- 
tailed by The Adjutant General to have charge of the 
existing machinery in the Personnel Branch, Operations 
Division, War Department General Staff, which handled 
all the work in connection with the previous examination, 
Upon the receipt of the examination reports by the War 
Department, these reports and the records of the candi- 
dates will be reviewed by boards appointed by the chiefs 
of the various branches and final selection made by the 
board of general officers as required by law. As this 
latter board is headed by Gen. John J. Pershing, U.S.A., 
it will require his services in all probability until well 
into December and therefore, for the time being, postpone 
action upon his application for retirement submitted sev- 
eral months ago. es

Limitation of Appointments. 


Limitation of appointments in grades in the Army was 
approved by the Secretary of War on Sept. 13, when the 
following announcement of policy was made: 

Appointments in the Army in grades of colonel and 
lieutenant colonel under Sections 10, 15 and 24, act of 
June 4, 1920, will be limited to applicants at present 
under consideration. Appointments in grades from major 
to second lieutenant, inclusive, will be limited to appli- 
ecants at present under consideration and persons whe 
before Oct. 10, 1920, submit applications for examina- 
tions to be held Oct. 25, 1920. When the last case of 
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present: applicants has been disposed of appointments 
to the grade of colonel and lieutenant colonel will be 
considered completed and promotions to fill remaining 
yacancies in these grades will be made as required by 
law. Promotions to the grade of major will likewise be 
made with the exception that 200 vacancies in this grade 
will be reserved pending receipt of applications for the 
October examinations. The case of any applicants here- 
tofore examined when acted upon in accord with regula- 
tions by the various boards or by the Surgeon General 
will be, considered closed and subject to reconsideration 
only upon request of chief of the branch of the Service 
corresponding to the last board that acted, or upon re- 
quest of the Surgeon General in cases of physically dis- 
qualified applicants. Such requests will be approved only 
in those cases which are based upon a subsequently dis- 
covered manifest error in the action previously taken. 
In any case in which the removal of a physical defect is 
claimed or an error in physical examination is alleged the 
case will not be reopened. In such cases the candidate 
may apply for authority to appear at the Oct. 25 ex- 
amination.

NAVY’S BUILDING PROGRAM RETARDED. 
Rail Transportation Break Down Responsible, 


Because of the partial break down of railroad trans- 
portation throughout the United States the construction 
of new battleships for the Navy has been seriously re- 
tarded since the beginning of the year. The situation in 
the eastern portion of the country is serious, with the 
outlook anything but encouraging as winter approaches. 
Steel for the battleships building at the New York and 

Norfolk Navy Yards has been ready for months at Penn- 
aylvania steel works but cars to transport it to the sea- 
board have been lacking. The result has been that the 
workingmen employed in battleship construction have 
had to be laid off during the periods the yards have been 
waiting for material. Since the railroads appear to be 
making little headway in relieving the congestion of 
freight cars now piled up at the big terminals east and 
west, there does not appear to be a favorable prospect 
that a steady supply of material will flow from steel 
mills to navy yards during the winter. ; 

The result of this retarding influence is aptly illus- 
trated in a report of the percentage of completion at- 
tained from Aug. 1 to Sept. 1 on the battleships South 
Dakota and Indiana building at the New York yard. 
The former gained 1.2 per cent. and the latter less than 
one per cent. during the month. The North Carolina, 
building at the Norfolk yard gained only six-tenths per 
cent. in the same period. The private building plans 
have made a little better showing, the New York Ship- 
building Corporation advancing the construction of the 
battleship Colorado 2.5 per cent., the best advance of 
the month. It is likely that the only battleship completed 
during 1921, in addition to the California, will be the 
Maryland, under construction by the Newport News 
Shipbuilding and Drydock Company, and reported 79.4 
per cent. completed on Sept. 1. 

Of the six battle cruisers none is likely to be completed 
until well along in 1923. The ten scout cruisers, on 
which werk was abandoned during the war, and not re- 
sumed until January and February, 1919, with the plans 
somewhat modified, particularly the hull construction, 
probably will be completed beforé the end of 1922. The 
first will be No. 4, now 64.9 per cent. completed by the 
Todd Shipbuilding and Drydock Corporation, and which 
will be ready about Nov. 1, 1921. This concern is build- 
ing three of the scout cruisers, the Bethlehem Steel Cor- 
poratior is building two, and William Cramp and Sons 
Company five. Of the miscellaneous vessels building at 
navy yards, the fuel ship Neches will be ready at Boston 
about Dec. 1, and the hospital ship Relief is expected 


be completed at the Philadelphia yard before Jan. 1. The * 


ammunition ship Nitro may also be finished by the Puget 
Sound yard about the first of the year 1921. The air- 
plane carrier, U.S.S. Wright, is to be delivered to the 
eontractors for conversion about Oct. 15. The contract 
for the transport No. 2 has not yet been awarded. 

There were sixty-six destroyers under construction for 
the Navy on Aug. 1, of which five are building at the 
Mare Island yard and three at the Norfolk yard. Three 
of these are approaching completion and may be finished 
before the end of the year. The destroyer William B. 
Preston was completed at the Norfolk yard on Aug. 23 
The Bath Iron Works has completed the destroyer Pruitt. 
During August the destroyers MacLeish, Bulmer and Me- 
Cormick were delivered to the Navy by the Cramps, and 
the Thompson by the Bethlehem Shipbuilding Corpora- 
tion. Work on nine destroyers building by the Cramps 
was retarded because of strikes, hence the delivery of 
these vessels is indefinite. Twenty destroyers, it is now 
estimated, will be delivered to the Navy before Jan. 1 
next. Contracts have not been made for the twelve de- 
stroyers, Nos. 348 to No. 359, inclusive. 

Of the forty-nine submarines laid down, it is unlikely 
that more than fifteen will be delivered within the next 
four months. ‘the Portsmouth yard has under construc- 
tion six of the submarines, and here lack of material is 
seriously felt, and in consequence not even a tentative 
date for completion can now be forecast. The Ports- 
mouth yard will also build submarines No, 163, 164 and 
165, but no work on these has been begun. The Navy 


Department has not yet awarded the contracts for the 
building of the six fleet submarines, No. 166 to No. 171, 
inclusive, nor of the one so-called Neff submarine, No, 
108. Of the four seagoing tugs, the Staten Island Ship- 
building Company delivered the Contocook on Aug. 20, 


and the same concern expects to complete the luka, Keo- 
sanqua and Montcalm before the end of the year.

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GRGING COAST GUARD TRANSFER TO NAVY. 
Shipping Interests Appeal to President. 

What appears to be a determined movement on the part 
of the shipping interests of the country te have the U.S. 
Coast Guard returned to the jurisdiction of the Navy 
Department by executive proclamation is now under way. 





Foremost in the movement is Winthrop L. Marvin, of © 


New York, vice-president and general manager of the 
American Steamship Owners’ Association, who addressed 
a letter to the President through his private secretary, 
Mr. Tumulty, after an unsuccessful effort on the part of 
the shipping interests to secure the approval of the trans- 
fer from Secretary of the Treasury Houston. Mr. Hous- 
ton, it is understood, took the position that the shortage 


of personnel which made it necessary to lay up the cruis- - 


ing vessels of the Coast Goard would be overcome before 
winter by the operations of the increased pay act of May 
18, 1920. The matter was then taken to the President, 
and in a letter to Secretary Tumulty dated July 21, 
1920, Mr. Marvin urged that the President act under the 
authority which the Overman act gives him to cause the 
Coast ‘Guard to be operated as a part of the Navy in 
time of war. It was asked that this be done because, the 
letter stated, “since 1914 the tonnage of American ships 
plying in the areas covered by the Coast Guard and de- 
pending upon the Coast Guard for help in peril or dis- 
aster has increased from 3,000,000 or 4,000,000 tons to 
upwards of 10,000,000 tons gross register, manned by 
more than 100,000 officers and seamen. That while our 
national need of the protection of the Coast Guard has 
more than doubled, the resources of the Coast Guard sea 
fleet have shrunk to a level far below that of the period 
before the war.” 

Mr. Marvin’s letter continues: “We urge the President 
to exercise the initiative which is his under existing law, 
to transfer the Coast Guard at once to the jurisdiction 
where it rightfully belongs, and to meet the emergency by 
strengthening the unequal resources of the Coast Guard 
for rescuing lives and property endangered at sea, by the 
immeasurably greater resources of the Navy Department. 

We are deeply impressed by the conviction that 
our great, new merchant marine can in no other way be 
safeguarded agairst the hazard of sweeping disasters in 
the cold and stormy months that will soon be upon us. 
Representing the American merchant marine, we can 
state that the proposed action is requested by the Amer- 
ican Ship Owners’ Association and the Pacific American 
Steamship Association,’ including in their membership 
virtually all of the owners of American steam seagoing 
tonnage on the Atlantic, Gulf and Pacific coasts, and also 
by the Lake Carriers’ Association representing the large 
merchant tonnage of the Great Lakes. We are speaking 
with one voice and we trust that the unanimity of our 
opinion as well as the inherent strength of the cause may 
win the prompt and favorable consideration of the Presi- 
dent.” 

No action having been taken on this petition, the mat- 
ter was again brought to the attention of Mr. Tumulty, 
who stated to the representative of Mr. Marvin that he 
hoped to see his way to getting early and favorable action 
by the President; that he (Mr. Tumulty) would look into 
it promptly and see that the President was fully apprised 
of the facts so that he may at an early date reach a deci- 
sion he deems wise in the premises. An additional copy 
of Mr. Marvin’s letter of July 21, 1920, was handed to 
Mr. Tumulty on Sept. 9. At Coast Guard headquarters 
Commodore Commandant Reynolds was on leave, so that 
no authoritative statement could be had on the represen- 
tations of the shipping interests. Secretary Houston is 
also absent with his family on a short vacation.

Compartson OF A.E.F. CASUALTIES. 

The report issued by the War Department on casual- 
ties due to military agents, showing 266,112 admissions 
to. A.E.F. hospitals, caused considerable comment in 
Army cireles at Washington on the very small num- 
ber of casualties due to air attack. There were 150 
casualties due to aerial bombing, eighty-eight listed 
as due to airplane, which might indicate air “straf- 
ing’ or injury incurred in operating airplanes. Off- 
cers of the line were inclined to look at these figures 
as indicating that the mission of the airplane is very 
largely that of reconnaissance. They point out that the 
military agents which have always incurred the greater 
number of casualties were prominent in the World War, 
as shown in the percentages of 32 per cent. for gunshot 
missiles, 15.2 for shrapnel, 8.5 for rifle’ ball and 8 for 
shell. That the retention as a combatant arm of the 
Chemical Warfare ‘Service in the U.S. Army was “based 
on sound principles is indicated in this statistical report 
on easualties, which shows that 88,980 (33.4 per cent.) 
of A.E.F. casualties were due to gas. The fact that 
38,396 of these casualties were due to mustard gas leaves 
room for conjecture as to what would have happened to 
the enemy had the war continued into 1919 and the 
American mustard gas been used, for it has been stated 
that the mustard gas produced in this country was ap- 
proximately 100 per cent. more pow erful than that used 
by the German army. Army officers who were in the 
thick of the fighting were also surprised by the low per- 
centage of casualties due to bayonet, numbering 245, 
which in retrospect seems to them hardly to justify the 
elaborate training in bayonet exercises of the American 


troops. The use of the hand grenade, it is held, ig justi- . 
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fied in the 1,156 casualties, and there is considerable 
feeling that this military agent can be developed to an 
extent so as to take its. place with shrapnel as an offen- 
sive weapon. Casualties due to the saber are at the 
bottom of the list, showing only fourteen. While wounds 
of uncertain origin were classified in casualties as from 
gunshot missiles, still the list as given was quite satis- 
factory as a basis of comparison to officers of the com- 
batant arms, who naturally are convinced that warfare 
has not greatly changed in its essentials, except for the 
use of death-dealing gases. 
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DENOMINATIONAL APPORTIONMENT OF CHAPLAINS. 


The denominational apportionment of the chaplains in 
the Regular Army approved by tle Secretary of War 
gives the Roman Catholic Church twenty-five per cent., 
sets aside five per cent. as a reserve for a later adjust- 
ment of the apportionment, and distributes the remain- 
ing seventy per cent among the Protestant and al! cther 
denominations. The Secretary has also set apart a mis- 
cellaneous column of twenty-five chaplains for the pur- 
pose of providing men of exceptional ability who, if 
there should be adherence to a mathematical apportion- 
ment, might be lost to the Service. In this the Secre- 
tary has, according to War Department view, considered 
the men in the Army first in the purpose of providing 
for them the best chaplains to be secured. It is inter- 
esting to note that the apportionment is exactly the same 
as it has been in the Navy for many years, which ‘was 
an apportionment approved by President Roosevelt in 
May, 1906. There are 240 chaplains provided for in 
the Army Reorganization act and there are now ninety- 
three chaplains in the Regular Army. For the 147 to be 
appointed there are not enough qualified applicants by 
about forty, so that it is considered that the setting 
apart of twenty-five vacancies for chaplains of excep- 
tional ability is logical. That the allotment is fair would 
appear from the tables made up from the chaplains’ 
monthly reports, which show that 25.6 per cent. of the 
enlisted personnel of the Army are Catholics. In six of 
the general hospitals of the Army the percentage of Ro- 
man Catholics is 26.5, while at Walter Reed Hospital, 
Takoma Park, D.C., the percentage for the period from 
Jan. 1 to Aug. 1 was 24.9. 
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CLASSIFICATION OF ARMY OFFICERS. 


The classification of Army officers will be under the 
supervision and guidance of the chiefs of the various 
branches beginning Oct. 10. The chief of each branch of 
the line of the Army has been instructed by the War De- 
partment to designate an officer from his office to report 
to the Chief of the Personnel Branch, Operations Divi- 
sion, War Department General Staff, on Sept. 15 for 
assignment to temporary .duty with the Classification 
Section of this branch with a view to taking over that 
part of the classification system which pertains to his 
office on or about Oct. 10. This action is in accordance 
with policies approved by Major Gen. Peyton C. March, 
Chief of Staff. In order that the transfer of the system 
may take place without interruption of continuity and 
that officers to carry on the work of classification may 
become familiar with the system, the designation of an 
officer by each chief of branch was approved. It is ex- 
pected that these officers will have become sufficiently 
familiar with the operation of the classification system 
to carry on the work and have the transfer completed on 
the date set. It will undoubtedly be pleasing to the 
officers of the line of the Army to know that their classifi- ~ 
eation will henceforth be under the direction and super- 
vision of the chiefs of their respective branches, and that 
in this important work which has a direct influence upon 
the future of each officer, the operation will be in the 
hands of officers ef each respective branch. 














CASUALTIES IN ReGuLarR Army LIST. 

There were 817 officers of the Regular Arfny separated 
from active service in the months from Jan. 1 to July 31, 
1920. Of this number 467 resigned, 290 retired, 27 died, 
the appointment of 22 was terminated, 6 were honorably 
discharged, 3 were dropped and 2 were dismissed. The 
separations by grades: Major generals, 2; brigadier gen: 
erals, 2; colonels, 58; lieutenant colonels, 26; majors, 
80: ceptains, 225; first lieutenants, 374; second lieuten- 
ants, 50. One hundred and fifteen of the total 817 separa- 
tions were officers of the Medical Department and chap- 
lains. Of the 29 officers of the Regular Army whose 
resfgnations were accepted during August, 1920, ten were 
graduates of the U.S. Military Academy. The average 
age was 29.3 years and the average length of commis- 
sioned service was 4.6 years. Grades held were: Briga- 
dier general, 1; majors, 4; captains, 6; first lieutenants, 
14- second lieutenants, 4. From July 1, 1919, to Sept. 1, 
1920, 1,713 officers of the Regular Army resigned their 
commissions.

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Two YEARS FoR ForergN SERVICE TOURS. 

A two-year tour for all foreign service for officers and 
enlisted men of the Regular Army in time of peace will 
be put into operation as soon as the reorganization of the 
Army has progressed far enough to permit making de- 
tails for two years. The Secretary of War, in approving 
this change, calls attention to the fact that until this 
change can be applied equitably it would be manifestly 
unfair to approve recommendations for the return of offi- 
cers who have had Jess than three years’ continuous for- 
eign service, consequently chiefs of branches are te sub- 
mit no further. recommendations for officers to be re 
turned from foreign service who have less three 
years on present tour. 
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DELAY IN U.S.N.R.F. CONFIRMATIONS. 
Cause Ezplained by Bureau of Navigation. 

At the Bureau of Navigation, Navy Department, it is 
leerned that there is an adequate explanation for the 
delay. in the work of selecting officers of the Naval Re- 
serve Force for confirmation, which was not understood 
by many’of the officers who have written letters, of in- 
quiry and of complaint to the Navy Department. The 
bureau points out that a board of three officers was ap- 
pointed by the Secretary of the Navy to review the 
records of all officers of the Reserve Force and to select 
these qualified for confirmation. This board met Oct. 1, 
1919, when the records of all officers of the Reserve, 
except those in Class 1 (Fleet Naval Reserve), were 
submitted to the beard. As Class 4 (Naval Coast De- 
fense Reserve) is a non-seagoing class and its members 
are not qualified for the duties of their rank afloat. 
officers in this class were not considered as eligible for 
confirmation. This reduced the number of officers to be 
considered to about 20,000. In che case of each officer his 
complete record had to be assembled. This consisted of 
all the orders and correspondence of any kind relating to 
this officer and his fitness reports. There are, on the 
average, about fifty letters or reports on each officer. This 
complete record had to be reviewed by the three officers of 
the Confirmation Board and a decision made .by cach one 
as to whether he had complied with the requirements for 
confirmation and if his record was sufficiently satisfac 
tory to warrant the further expenditure of time, facilities 
and money in training him, 

In the case of a disagreement among the members of 
the- board a conference was held and the case thoroughly 
reinvestigated, special reports were ealled for, and all 
possible data collected on the officer. All cases that were 
approved by the beard were immediately sent to the 
Bureau of Medicine and Surgery for physical recommen- 
datiow. This required a review of the officer’s physical 
record from the date of entry into the Service, and also 
required the report of the medical officer who examined 
him- when he was placed on inactive duty. If this report 
was missing, the Reserve officer was requested to report 
to any recruiting station and take another examination. 
This invelyed a great deal of delay, as there were about 
5,000 of these repor’s missing. After the case was passed 
on by the Bureau of Medicine and Surgery, it was re- 
turned to the Bureau of Navigation. If the officer was a 
sine officer the case was completed and the preparation of 
his commission began. This involved the writing out of 
the commission, preparation of the oaths of acceptance of 
office, letter of instruction and letter of transmittal. As 
soon as the commission was signed by the Secretary, it, 
with its accompanying papers, was sent to the Reserve 
officer, via the commandant of his naval district. After 
the receipt of the copies of the oath and acceptance by 
the bureau, a report was made up authorizing the Navy 
Allotment Office. to take up his accounts. On this report 
there had to be a good «deal of data, such as date of Iris 
first enrollment, rank in which first enrolled, rank in 
which confirmed, etc. “When the case of a staff officer 
was returned from the Bureau of Medicine and Surgery 
it was referred to the chief of his corps for furiher rec- 
ommendation. His own particular bureau endorsed the 
report as to whether it considered him desirable for con- 
firmation. These reports then came back to the Bureau 
of Navigation and followed the procedure outlined fer 
the line officers. 

There have been actually about 12,000 officers con- 
firmed. This procedure had to be followed in the case of 
each officer. In the case of officers in the staff corps there 
was a certain allowed percentage for each corps. These 
percentages followed the general percentages allowed in 
the-Regular Navy. In some corps more men were passed 
for confirmation than’ were“allowed by the percentages. 
In these cases the officers will be confirmed in accordance 
with their length of service in the Reserve Force until 
the. allowed complement is filed. The remaining officers 
will be placed on an eligibility list and their confirmed 
commissions issued as fast as vacancies oceur. Over half 
of the confirmed commissions have actually been mailed, 
and the bureau expects to issue the remaining ones by 
the first of the year. As a large amount of clerical labor 
is involyed in adjusting the accounts of the confirmed offi- 
cers, it is not expected that the entire payroll will be 
completed before next spring. It is hoped by that time 
that the officers’ accounts will be in such shape that the 
payment of retainer pay can. be made promptly each 
quarter. The actual process of confirmation has been con- 
siderably delayed by the necessity of answering the many 
letrers from officers of the Reserve Force regarding their 
individual eases, All officers will be notified as rapidly 
as possible of the exact final status of their cases. 

Attention is again called to the fact that many Reserve 
officers fail to keep the Bureau of Navigation informed of 
their correct addresses, and in this way a large number 
of confirmed commissions are delayed in reaching the offli- 
cers concerned. This also applics to retainer-pay checks 
sent out by the allotment officer, as is shown by the great 
number of returned checks being held by the Navy allot- 
ment officer. All Reserve officers should, when changing 
address, notify the Bureau of Navigation, the Navy 
Allotment Office and the commandant of the district in 
which they reside. 
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U.S.S. PITTSBURGH FLOATED. 

The U.S.S. Pittsburgh, Capt. David W. Todd, which 
went hground on the rocks off Libau, on the west cbast of 
the Baltie Sea, on Sept. 9, was floated and towed into 
harbor of Libau Sept. 11 and is now in drydock. Her 
hull was pierced in places, which resulted in water fill- 
ing a number of compartments in her double bottom. No 
one on board was injured. The destroyer Broome, Comdr. 
C. R. Austin, arrived after the grounding, stood by to 
render aid, and when lighters and small craft arrived, 
the Pittsburgh was lightened by removal of ammunition, 
stores and coal. After backing off the rocks under her 
own steam, she was towed safely into harbor. 

Vice Admiral Harry McL. P. Huse, commanding Naval 
Forces in European Waters, who was aboard the Pitts- 
burgh, his flagship, in a dispatch to the Navy Depart- 
ment, states that Lieut. Charles Antrobus, U.S.N., was 
successful in using air pressure in expelling water from 
the double bottoms. Admiral Huse has commended the 
officers and men of the vessel for their hard and success- 
ful work in floating the cruiser.

COAST GUARD SELECTION BY NAVY BOARD. 
Must be Made by Board of Rear Admirals. 

In response to.an inquiry made by the Secretary of 
the Treasury to the Attorney General on the subject of 
selection for promotion of Coast Guard officers, in view 
of the fact that the Coast Guard had been transferred 
back to the Treasury Department, the Attorney General 
has rendered an opinion. The special point raised by 
the Secretary of the Treasury was as to whether a board 
of three ranking officers of the Coast Guard may elect 


Coast Guard officers for temporary promotion under the 
provisions of the Naval Appropriation act of July 1, 
1918, the procedure of this board to approximate the 
procedure followed by law relative to promotion by selec- 
tion in the Navy. The Attorney General states: : 

The Act of July 1, 1918, so far as material here, authorizes 
the President, with the advice and consent’ of the Senate, dur- 
ing a period of war, to promote temporarily certain officers of 
the Coast Guard, provided that “the senior captains, captains 
and captains of engineers to be temporarily promoted, as herein 
provided, shall be selected as provided by law for promotion by 
selection in the Navy.”’ 

The only manner in which officers of the Navy corresponding 
in grade to senior captains, captains and captains of engineers 
of the Coast Guard can be promoted is by selection from the 
next lower respective grade upon the recommendation of a board 
of naval offieers consisting of nine rear admirals on the active 
list of the lime of the Navy appointed by the Secretary of the 
Navy. The above quoted provision of the Act of July 1, 1918, 
is the only provision of law authorizing temporary promotions 
of senior captains, captains and captains of engineers of the 
Coast Guard, and the method provided by it is exclusive. It 
follows that such promotion can be made only in accordance 
with the provision of the Act of Aug. 29, 1916, and that your 
question must be answered in the negative. 

Following are the existing and prospective vacancies in tempo- 
rary advanced rank in the Coast Guard authorized by the Act 
of July 1, 1918, for which vacancies no officers+ have been 
selected :

The selection of officers of the Coast Guard to fill these 
vacancies will not be made until December when the 
Navy Board on Selection is to convene. Application for 
2 board to make these selections was made to Secretary 
Daniels when the decision of the Attorney General was 
handed down in August, but Secretary Danieis stated 
that as many rear admirals were then on leave.and others 
on duty requiring their attention, a special ‘board 
not be conveniently convened and his suggestion that 
selection be made in December was accepted by Com- 
modore Commandant Reynolds, of the Coast Guard. 
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AIR SERVICE NOTES. 
Army Aviators Disappear Near Honolulu. 

Search for Lieut. R. R. Fox and Corpl. H. J. Cornet, 
Air Ser., U.S.A., who were on duty at Schofield Bar- 
racks, H.T., and who were last seen in an airplane diving 
into a fog bank over the island of Molokai, near Hono- 
lulu, on Aug. 26, has been abandoned, says an Associ- 
ated Press dispatch from Honolulu dated Sept. 11. Lieu- 
tenant Fox’s machine, accompanied by a second machine, 
was engaged in making a reconnaissance flight over Molo- 
kai. The companion machine reported as having circled 


the clouds and upon looking for Lieutenant Fox’s ma- 
chine was unable to see it again. Lieutenant Fox’s home 
was in New York and that of Corpora! Cornet in Spen- 
cer, Pa. 





Army Air Eepedition Nearing the U.S. 

Headquarters of the Army Air Service has received a 
dispatch from Capt. St. Clair Street, commanding the 
New York-to-Nome and return flying expedition, saying 
that four machines of the squadron started from White 
House, Alaska, for Wrangell, 300 miles distant, on Sept. 
9, but only Airplane No. 4, in charge of Lieut: Ross 
Kirkpatrick, succeeded in getting through to Sergeif 
Island, ten miles from Wrangell, the three others being 
foreed to return because of fog before reaching Tele- 
graph Creek. Lieutenant Kirkpatrick flew over the 
Llewelyn and Taker glaciers. Another start was made 
from Telegraph Creek on Sept. 10, the three ships com- 
ing down at Glenoria landing place. In landing Lieut. 
Cc. H. Crumrine’s machine broke an axle. Captain Street 
obtained the necessary repair parts from the steamer 
Ilazel B. His message of Sept. 12 said he expected to 
take off with the three machines from Wrangell on Sept. 
14. Lieutenant Kirkpatrick was ordered to continue to 
Prince George, B.C., if the weather permi‘ted. Better 
continuous weather conditions were expected after leay- 
ing Jasper, Alberta, Canada, as the expedition will then 
be out of the high mountainous regions where fog and 
heavy winds prevail much of the time. The distance from 
Jasper to Mitchel Field, Long Island, N.Y., the starting 
point, is 2,350 miles, according to the route laid out for 
the flight, while the distance from Jasper to the United 
States border is only 780 miles. Flying conditions in 
general from thence home will be far better than was tne 
case in. either Canada proper, British Columbia, Yukon 
territory or Alaska. 

Navy Improves Air Transmitter Equipment. 


Capt. George W. Steele, jr., U.S.N., commanding the 
Air Detachment, U.S. Atlantic Fleet, has reported to 
the Navy Department that the transmitting equipment 
installed on Navy aircraft recently modified to operate 
on the new standardized wave length, has proved’ en- 
tirely successful under tests. The installation of dis- 
tant control for ignition system has practically eliminated 
all ignition noises, both. on the trailing antenna -for re- 
ceiving and on the radio compass coil. This reduction 


of ignition noises permits intercommunication between — 


aircraft in flight for distances up to ten miles. With 
the ordinary installation such communication is prac- 
tically prohibited except when flying in comparatively 
close formation. 

British Air Expert in Washington. 

C. I. R. Campbell, naval constructer and. superintend- 
ent of airship construction for the British Admiralty, 
called at the Navy Department on Sept. 14 and advised 
with Capt. T. T. Craven, Director of Naval Aviation, 
relative to the construction of rigid dirigibles. Mr. 
Campbell was. pleased with the advance made by the 
Navy Department in the construction of hangars and 
gave some interesting details as to plans for airsbip 
construction’ overseas.

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EXCELLENT WorK OF NAvy RIFLEMEN. 

In a résumé of the individual records of the members 
of the United States rifle team in the Olympic competi- 
tions at Antwerp—the team being composed of nine mem- 
bers from the Army, four from the Marine Corps, two 
from the Navy and two civilians—the records of the 
Navy -competitors stand out with a prominence worthy 
of note and commendation. The United States team won 
twenty-eight gold medals, six silver medals and eight 
bronze medals, and of this total of forty-two the Navy 
representatives—Comdr. C. T. Osborn and Lieut. Comdr. 
W. A. Lee, jr.—won nine gold, two silver and two bronze 
medals. The Army representatives won nine gold, three 
silver and four bronze medals, the Marine Corps eight 
gold medals and the civilians two gold, one silver and 
two bronze medals. Commander Osborn in competition 
with seventy-five men representing the best shots from 
fifteen countries won the individual 300-meter military 
match, with a score of 56 out of 60 standing. He also took 
five firsts, one second and one third, in seven competi- 
tions at 300-to 600 meters, standing, sitting, prone and 
running deer. In the same matches Lieutenant Com- 
mander Lee scored five firsts, a second and a third. These 
two Navy competitors won more medals than any other 


‘two individuals in the entire Olympic competitions. They 


won as many. gold medals as the nine Army representa- 
tives and niore than the four Marine Corps representa- 
tives. This remarkable showing is regarded as indicat- 
ing the high proficiency which the Navy has attained in 
small arms practice. 
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Retrrep Pay, WARRANT Orricer Coast GUARD. 
A warrant officer on the retired list of the U.S. Coast 
Guard is entitled to the same pey as a warrant officer 


on the retired list'of the Navy on and after May 18, 
1920, according to a recent decision of the Comptroller. 





In the instant case the claimant was a carpenter in the 


Coast Guard who was retired Sept. 30, 1919, having had 
over twelve years’ service. On May 18, 1920, this re- 
tired warrant officer became entitled to the retired pay 
of a warrant officer of the Navy with corresponding 
length of service, and “having had over twelve years’ ser- 
vice he is entitled to retired pay based on the highest pay 
of his grade which is $2,250 per annum.”

Destroyer Childs Launched. 

The destroyer Childs was launched on Sept. 15 at the 
yard of the New York Shipbuilding Corporation, Cam- 
den, N.J. The vessel was named for Lieut.

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CAMP PERRY AND SEA GIRT SHOOTING. 
Infantry Team's Record. 

The Army Infantry team made an exceptionally good 
record in the recent shooting contests in the National 
Matches at Camp Perry and in the varieus matches at 
Sea Girt, and Lieut.

As a result of the trials six for 
mer members of winning teams, and six men, who had 
never shot over a record course, and three alternates 
were selected to represent the Infantry in the National 
Matches. The following comprised the entire personne! :

Wolf, coach; Major Bloxham Ward, Q.M.; Major Wal- 
ter Moore, alternate; Capt. F. G. Bonham, alternate ;

Next to the Army Infantry, the U.S. Marines were 
the strongest representatives of the Regular Services, 
and the members of the U.S.M.C. shooting at Camp Perry 
and Sea Girt wou a number of team matches and numer- 
ous individual matches.

R.O.T.C. Shooting Record. 

Among the many rifle teams taking part in the rifle 
matches at Camp Perry, Ohio, were six ™.Q.T.C. teams 
which made an excellent showing.

OHIO NATIONAL GUARD ENCAMPMEN' 

The annual field training camp of the new Ohio National 
Guard, the nucleus of the 37th Division, was held at Camp 
Perry, Ohio, on Lake Erie, from Sepé 1 te 17, and the gen- 
eral opinion of all the officers present is that it was the most 
successful camp in many respects that was ever held by the 
Ohio Militia. It was one of the largest National Guard camps 
held in the United States this year. The total attendance, in- 
cluding instructors and all special details, was almost exactly 


8,000 officers and men. The entire National Guard thus far 
recognized and mustered in was ordered to camp. No State 
Guard units were ordered to camp as these units are not being 


equipped until Federal recognition is obtained. 

Adjutant General Roy E. Layton established headquarters at 
the camp with his staff and part of his office force, and assisted 
materially in the executive work of the camp, while at the same 
time continuing the organization of the Guard throughout the 
state. Brig. Gen. “Benson W. Hough, commander of the 2d 
Brigade of Infantry, formerly colonel of the 166th Infantry 
(old 4th Ohio) of the Rainbow Division, was placed in com- 
mand of the camp. The units in camp consisted of the 2d Bri- 
gade of Infantry, composed of the 3d and 4th Regiments com- 
plete; a provisional regiment gomposed of seven companies, and 
live troops of Cavalry, one field battery and one tank com- 
pany. Col. George Florence of Cire leville was in command of 
the 4th Ohio Infantry; Col. Ludwig 8S. Conelly of Cleveland of 
the 3d Ohio Infantry; Col H. M. Bush of Columbus of the 
Cavalry and Artillery, and Major Simon Ross of Cincinnati of 
the provisional regiment. 

In addition to the usual discipline and morale, which was 
maintained at a high standard at all times, two faets were 
noticeable in this encampment—the large amount of training 
work that was accomplished during the period of encampment, 
not only completely covering but exceeding the program as laid 
out by the Regular Army inspectors, and the special, at times 
intense, interest taken by all the enlisted men in the different 
drills and work of instruction, The former accomplishment is 
due to the fact that practically all the officers are men of expe 
rience and training, nearly all of whom have seen service over- 
seas, and the latter situation is due to the fact that seventy-five 
per cent. of the enlisted men are new recruits, too young te 
get into the war and eager and anxious to learn from men whe 
have been in the game.

Mr. Frederick, New York; Sergeant Kelly, U.S.A.; Dr. Snook, 
Ohio State University, and Lieutenant Harant. The scores of 
the other members of the team were as follows: Mr. Lane 262, 
Mr. Frederick 262, Dr. Snook 261 and Sergeant Kelly 256, the 
team score made being 1,309, twenty-four points better than the 
score made by the Grecian team, which finished in second place, 
Lieutenant Harant was the only officer in the United States 
Army to make a place on the American pistol team. Following 
the event Lieutenant Harant was presented with a gold medal 
donated by the King and Queen of the Belgians to winners in 
the seventh Olympiad.

In a report filed by officials of the Department of Justice 
in the Federal Court at Topeka last week, dealing with an 
investigation of conditions at the Disciplinary Barracks during 
the administration of Col. Sedgwick Rice, U.S.A., in 1918-19, 
when a number of prisoners defied his authority and chaos 
existed for a time, is contained the sworn statement of Colo 
nel Rice, in which he says that the societ of conscientious 
objectors who, te an extent, ruled the prison for a time, was 
established on direct orders of the War Department This 
was brought out as a result of the trial of eighteen prisoners 
in Judge John C. Pollock’s court at Topeka, who were charged 
with counterfeiting U.S. Treasury notes while inmates of the 
prison. The judge halted the trial while the statements made 
by them were investigated. Colonel Rice said that in January, 
1919, he had arranged to bring the demands of certain prison- 
ers to the attention of the War Department. -He went to 
Washington and delivered the written demands of the prison- 
ers to Secretary Baker in person. The establishment of a 
so-called prisoners’ conference committee followed on orders 
of The Adjutant General of the Army. Details of the work- 
ings of the soviet committee were given by prisoners them- 
selves. This soviet was broken up in July, 1919, when the 
prisoners refused to work, were starved into submission and 
discipline was restored. One month hater Colonel Rice was 
relieved of his command of the barracks and assigned to duty 
with troops on the Mexican border.
